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Claims 1-31 are presented for examination and are 
pending . 

Specification 

The claims are objected to because the lines are 
crowded too closely together, making reading difficult, 
Substitute claims with lines one and one-half or double 
spaced on good quality paper are required. See 37 
CFR 1,52 (b) . 

The use of the trademark "ORACLE" has been noted in 
this application. It should be capitalized wherever it 
appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in 
patent applications, the proprietary nature of the marks 
should be respected and every effort made to prevent their 
use in any manner which might adversely affect their 
validity as trademarks. 

Drawings 
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The Examiner contends that the drawings submitted on 
September 30, 2003 are acceptable for examination 
proceedings/ only. 

The drawings are objected to because the drawings are 
difficult to read. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even 
if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
''amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
''Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
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corrective action in the next Office action. The objection 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 112 
Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Examiner 
is unclear as to what Applicant intended as "database or 
not". Further clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC . 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, 
machine, manufacture, or composition of matter or any new 
and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefore, subject to the conditions and requirements of 
this title. 

Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because 
the claims are directed to a non- statutory subject matter, 
specifically, the claims are not directed towards the final 
result that is ''useful, tangible and concrete. 
(See State Street , 149 F.3d at 1373-74 USPQ2d at 1601-02). 

According to the New Guidelines of October 26, 2005, 
which states that ''A claim limited to a machine or 
manufacture, which has a practical application, is 
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statutory. In most cases a claim to a specific machine or 
manufacture will have a practical application. See 
Alappat , 33 F.3d at 1544, 31 USPQ2d at 1557)... a specific 
machine to produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result 
and State Street , 149 F.3d at 1373-74 USPQ2d at 1601-02).
